Governor Abbott has suspended various 4 

provisions of the Texas Open Meetings Act that require 5 

government officials and members of the public to be 6 

physically present at specified meeting locations.  Under 7 

that suspension, the public will not be able to physically 8 

attend this meeting in person. 9 

Instead, the public may attend this meeting by 10 

using the link or by calling the toll-free telephone 11 

number, which are both posted in our agenda which was 12 

filed with the Office of Secretary of State on November 9, 13 

2020. 14 

All Committee members, including myself, will 15 

be participating remotely via Webex.
